Senate Rejects 
Curb On Forces 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has rejected an attempt to give 
Congress authority to limit the number 
of American troops assigned to foreign 
countries in peacetime. 
The amendment by Sen. Harold E. 
Hughes, D-Iowa, was defeated 62 to 22 
Friday after opponents said it would 
restrict the ability of U.S. forces to re­ 
spond to a crisis. 
The action came during a debate on 
the $20.4 billion defense -procurement 
authorization bill. Consideration of the 
bill continues today. 
In other action on the bill, the 
Senate: 
—Adopted 64 to 20 an amendment by 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
barring U.S. military precision aerial 
teams from performing in foreign 
countries. 
—R eaffirm ed the ban on U.S. 
military operations in, over, or off the 
shores of North and South Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Laos. The prohibition 
was enacted earlier as part of a sup­ 
plemental appropriations bill which 
expires Sept. 30. 
—Adopted by voice vote a provision 


expressing the sense of Congress that 
the seven per cent military force 
reduction ordered by the Armed 
Services Committee should be made 
equally in all ranks if possible. Sen. 
Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., the 
sponsor, said he was aiming at the 
growing ratio of officers to enlisted 
men. 
—Supported the Bl manned bomber 
program by rejecting 59 to 25 Hughes’ 
attempt to have the Pentagon study 
alternatives. 
—Refused, 64 to 20, to terminate the 
Alo close-support aircraft program. 
The only .surprise was the decision to 
bar the Air Force’s Thunderbirds, the 
Navy’s Blue 
Angels and other 
precision acrobatic teams from per­ 
forming abroad. 
Humphrey objected to a $700,000 tour 
of I^atin America planned by the 
Thunderbird fliers and said the money 
could be better spent on domestic 
needs. 
Noting that the primary purpose of 
the teams is recruiting, Humphrey 
said he doubts the fliers will be able to 
sign up any Air Force recruits in Bo­ 
livia or Chile. 
Gasoline Dealer 
Protests Rise

Ohio gasoline dealers don’t want to 
close down to protest federal economic 
controls, but a ceiling on 
retail 
gasoline prices is driving hundreds of 
them out of business everyday, a 
spokesman for the Ohio Gasoline 
Retailers Association said Friday. 
Jerry Imes, association secretary- 
treasurer, made the comment as about 
300 retail gasoline dealers from across 
the state gathered in Columbus for a 
two*day discussion on the affects of 
Phase IV. 
Under Phase IV, major oil com­ 
panies have been allowed to increase 
wholesale gasoline prices, but service 
station owners may not pass the cost 
along to consumers. 
Service station shutdowns to protest 
the controls have been reported 
throughout the nation. At least IO 
Marathon dealers in the Lima area 
reportedly have closed down, 
or 
refused to sell gasoline. 
And the Greater Cincinnati Gasoline 
Dealers Association was to meet today 
to discuss possible close-downs by 
about 400 members. 


Egypt To Break 
Mideast Truce? 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Egypt 
has secretly warned Palestinian 
guerrillas that it plans to break the 
three-year Middle East cease-fire 
soon, the Lebanese newspaper An 
Nahar reported today. 
The warning was discussed in a nine- 
hour emergency session of the the 
executive committee of the Palestine 
liberation Organization under top 
guerrilla leader Yasir Arafat in Beirut 
Thursday, An Nahar said. 


The OGRA, however, was not ad­ 
vocating shutdowns or other illegal 
means of redressing grievances, Imes 
said. 
“We’d only be hurting our customers 
and, in the long run, ourselves. We 
have no quarrel with motorists who 
want to buy gas. Our fight is with our 
suppliers and the government.” 
Most other Ohio service stations 
were reported open while their owners 
waited on a decision by the Cost of 
living Council. 
The council announced this week it 
would “make appropriate upward 
adjustments” in the ceiling prices for 
gasoline and home heating oil after 
Sept. 25. 
Imes said the nation’s gas dealers 
can’t afford to wait long for a decision. 
“If it takes three months, only half of 
us will still be in business,” he said. 
He said the nation’s 165,000 gas 
dealers “could shut this country down. 
We don’t want to, but don’t try to push 
us too far.” 
The Uma Marathon dealers, who 
operate independently, said they were 
particularly irritated because Sohio 
company-operated stations were able 
to pass on their increased costs, while 
independent dealers could not. 
Retail prices at all company-owned 
Sohio stations went up a penny per 
gallon Friday.

Washington Post quotes a con­ 
gressional source as saying that Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew “is engaged 
in plea bargaining — that Agnew’s 
resignation is part of the plea.” 
The newspaper reported in today’s 
editions that it had been told by in­ 
formed sources that Agnew’s lawyers 
and Justice Department officials are 
discussing the possibility of his 
resigning and pleading guilty to a 
relatively minor offense. 
Neither the White House, the vice 
president’s office nor Deputy Atty. 
Gen. William Ruckleshaus wouid 
comment on the report. 
Agnew, who has been told he is under 
federal investigation in connection 
with alleged kickbacks, met with 
President Nixon Thursday and the 
Post quoted a White House aide as 
saying he left “in a very discouraged 
mood.” 
J. Marsh Thomson, Agnew s press 
secretary, conceded Agnew was 
discouraged and said, “ It’s un­ 
derstandable that the vice president 
might 
be 
letting 
some 
of 
this 
discouragement show.” 
The speculation that Agnew might 
resign has generated fresh discussion 
of presidential succession, despite 
attempts by his office and the White 
House to dampen such talk. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
said Friday that “grave questions 
exist as to the propriety of President 
Nixon choosing his own successor” as 
long as Watergate issues remain 
unsettled. 
He said that if Agnew should quit, 
Congress ought to delay confirming a 
successor until the controversy over 
the White House tapes which Nixon has 
refused to give up is resolved. 
Kennedy’s statement followed the 
announcement that Agnew and Nixon 
met for more than an hour Thursday, 
presum ably to discuss the vice 
president’s legal troubles.

MARION, Ohio (AP)—Authorities in 
Marion County continued their search 
early today for two of four men who es­ 
caped from the Marion County Jail 
Friday night. 
The other two men were recaptured 
shortly after the breakout. 
One of those still at large was 
identified as Robert Hershberger, 31, 
who escaped with another man from 
the Marion Correctional Institution in 
early July. 
That escape led to a chase in which a 
Marion County deputy was killed and 
several hostages were seized. A 
woman and her children held as 
hostages were finally freed when a 
highway patrolman slipped into a bed­ 
room and surprised the escapees. 
Hershberger was being held at the 
county jail on charges of escape from 
confinement, auto theft and rape. 
The other man at large was iden­ 
tified as William Dunn, 27, of Dayton, 
being held for an alleged probation 
violation. Those recaptured were 
identified as Robert Hord, 19, charged 
with assault and battery and unarmed 
robbery, and Charles Shepherd, 21, 
convicted earlier this week of man­ 
slaughter. 
Authorities said Dunn and Hord 
overpowered a deputy and dispatcher 
in the county jail about 7:20 p.m., then 
released the other two men. 
Deputies said the four escapees took 
two guns with them. 
The jail is located at the north edge 
of Marion.

Sharp Fighting In South Vietnam

gagements between Communist and 
South Vietnamese government forces 
took 114 lives on both sides today, the 
Saigon military command reported 
All but 15 of the dead were said to be 
Viet Cong soldiers. 
The command earlier accused the 
Viet Cong of attempting to almost cut 
the country in two by linking its forces 
in the central highlands with those op­ 
erating along the central coast, par­ 
ticularly in Binh Dinh Province. 
At the same time, a Viet Oing 
spokesman accused the South Viet­ 
namese government of launching a 
series of military operations aimed at 
extending its control in those two 
areas. 
In recent weeks, fighting has been 
reported almost daily in the central 
highlands, especially in Kontum 
Province, and in Binh binh Province. 
The Saigon command accused the 
Communists of 68 cease-fire violations 
in the 24-hour period ending at 6 a.m. 
today. The Viet Cong said that, over 
the past week, they had lodged 19 
com plaints with the international 
peacekeeping force. 
In Cambodia, the government 
reported 
continued 
harassm ent 
shelling of Kompong Cham, a city 
where government troops and the Kh­ 
mer Rouge have been battling since 
American bombing stopped in mid-Au- 
gust. 
The Saigon command did not 
publicly assess the danger of the 
reported linkup operation in South 
Vietnam. But the command said 37 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
soldiers were killed in a battle in the 
highlands near the provincial capital 
of Kontum, indicating the area is

Six Saigon government troops were 
killed in the fighting, the command 
said. 
In Binh Dinh Province on the central 
coast of the South China Sea, the 
command said 27 Communists were 
killed in a battle northwest of the 
district town of Bong Son. 


The battle southwest of Saigon lasted 
only a half hour, the command said, 
but it reported that 35 Communist 
soldiers and seven Saigon government 
troops were killed The command said 
the Viet Cong started the fight near the 
town of Cai Lay in the Mekong Delta.

positions with 65 mortar rounds, killing 
two South Vietnamese soldiers and 
wounding 12, the command said. 
The shelling occurred in Chuong 
Thien province, HO miles southwest of 
Saigon, the command said. 
In Cambodia, the battle for Kom­ 
pong Cham centered on the western 
outskirts of the city, where the 
Cambodian command said tnswgent 
shelling wounded an unspecified 
number of people. 
'Hie chief spokesman for the Cam­ 
bodian command, Col. Am Kong, did 
not elaborate on the causalties. In­ 
surgents at one time during the last 
month held over half the city of 70,000, 
but government forces have regained 
many parts of the city, according to 
the command.

Kissinger

takes over

secretary of state, launching a 
promised era of “new consensus” in 
the shaping of foreign policy. 
Kissinger was to be sworn in by 
Chief Justice Warren FL Burger in the 
East Room of the White House. 
The 
Senate 
confirmed 
the 
nomination by a vote of 78 to 7 Friday 
after three hours of debate. The new 
secretary’s first major assignment 
comes next week when he addresses 
the U.N. General Assembly in New 
York. 
Kissinger was the principal foreign- 
policy theoretician for the ad­ 
ministration even before Nixon named 
him to head the State Department. He 
will keep his job and office at the White 
House, filling a dual role with power in 
the field perhaps equaling that of the 
late John Foster Dulles, who served 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower as 
secretary of state and confidant 20 
years ago. 
Kissinger has promised to carry out 
a more open foreign policy in which 
Congress, the department and private 
citizens would have a stronger voice. 
“We must create a new consensus,” he 
said at a news conference Aug. 23, the 
day after Nixon announced that he 
would replace Rogers. 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) — Atty. Gen. 
Warren Spannaus has about three 
million trading stamps locked in his 
office, and he can’t redeem any of 
them. 
The stamps were collected by a 
state-run trading stamp redemption 
center that grew out of lawsuits filed in 
1971 against the Gift House Corp. of 
Minneapolis. 
The stamp company had decided it 
would pay off stamp savers only in 
wooden dishes and utensils made in the 
Philippines, rather than in the usual 
redemption goods, such as coffee pots, 
outdoor grills, ice buckets and ratchet 
wrenches. 
Disgruntled housewives went to 
court, contending the company was 
breaking faith with faithful trading 
stamp collectors. 
The court ruled against the com­ 
pany, and a cash redemption plan was 
implemented by the state. Spannaus 
has collected the books, sent out 
receipts and made out a list of pay­ 
ments to be made by the company. 
Spannaus says his unusual role as a 
trading stamp handler has led to some 
interesting incidents. 
“One woman handed me a {japer bag 
full of stamp books at a baseball 
game. 
“Spannaus re-called.” 
Iget 
them everyw here—at church, at 
home, in the office.” 
One woman sent in 27 different kinds 
of stam ps, soap coupons, Green 
Stamps, Gold Bond Stamps and 
cigarette coupons. She expected to get 
credit for everything, saying it had 
taken “years and years” to collect 
them. 
Spannaus mailed the collection back 
with an explanation that the state was 
only in the business of bailing out those 
who collected stamps from Gift House. 
Others have tried to sneak in some 
empty books, but Spannaus has up to 
20 parttime helpers checking every 
page and logging contents. 
Over the past six months, Gift House 
stamp collectors have sent in more 
than 100,000 books of stamps. Tuesday 
is the deadline for stamp savers to 
mail their collections to Spannaus. He 
says the mailing of checks probably 
will begin next month. 
The company had offered to redeem 
the stamps for $1.50 per book when it 


went out of the stamp business. Under 
the court order, the books will be worth 
$1.90 each. 
The company’s assets were frozen 
by the court until it is determined how 
many stamp books must tx* redeemed. 
Once checks are 
in the mail, 
Spannaus says lie’ll close up Min­ 
nesota’s first and only state-operated 
trading stamp store.

Fall is here and backyard gardeners 
with a few tomato vines probably still 
have a lot of green tomatoes subject to 
frost damage. 
Chances are if the vines are in a 
protected place, a light frost will not do 
them 
in. 
But 
just 
to 
be 
on 
the safe side, throw a plastic sheet 
over them the night of the first ex­ 
pected frost. Be sure to take it off 
during the day time. If you continue to 
do this, you’ll get a lot of ripe tomatoes 
before the vines are finally killed by 
cold weather. 
Another way to use these tomatoes is 
green tomato relish. A lot of good 
recipes are floating around—just ask a 
neighbor or two and you’ll find one. 
Too, if you have ripe tomatoes going 
to waste, how about canning or 
freezing them, or you can make 
tomato juice. Sure comes in handy 
later in the winter. 


With winter coming on, you may 
want to save grass clippings for mulch. 
Of course your plants probably still 
have some summer mulch left around 
them, and this is good. The best time to 
apply winter mulch is after the first 
ground freeze. Mulch applied too 
heavily while the soil is still warm will 
hold heat in the ground. This could 
cause some plants to remain in a

Soil Testing Urgent This Fall 


hard freeze, causing considerable 
freeze damage. 


Shrubs, like turfgrass or fruit trees, 
must be fertilized. These plants need a 
shot of plant nutrients at least once a 
year. 


For narrowleaf evergreens, an 
application of high nitrogen, lawn-type 
fertilizer such as 10-6-4 or similar 
analysis or a high phosphorus garden- 
type fertilizer such as 5-10-5 or similar 
analysis is satisfactory. Apply at the 
rate of 2 to 4 pounds per IOO square feet 
of bed area each year. Water the 
fertilizer into the soil. 


For broadleaf evergreens, the ap­ 
plication rate is also 2 to 4 pounds per 
IOO square feet of bed area. The 
amount may be split into two ap­ 
plications with one in early spring and 
the second after flowering. 


Deciduous shrubs should be fer­ 
tilized as early ap possible each spring 
with a 15-10-5 or similar analysis 
fertilizer. Again, use 2 to 4 pounds per 
IOO square feet of bed area. 


Fertilizing plants does not always 
make sick plants healthy. The 
maximum benefits from fertilizer 
result in plant growth when the soil has 
been adequately supplied with organic 
matter, properly drained, and suf­ 
ficiently watered during dry periods of 
the year.

Agriculture 
Every fall is a good time for soil 
testing, but in 1973, testing the soil is 
especially important, says Hunter 
Follett, Extension agronomist. The 
Ohio State University. Ho lists the 
following reasons: 
Some fertilizers will be in short 
supply. Soil testing can help farmers 
apply the available fertilizer where 
returns will be greatest. 
Soil tests measure residual nutrients 
— what's left after crop harvest. These 
strongly influence nutrients available 
for future crops. Depletions through 
harvest tolls can be measured by post- 
harvest soil tests. 
This year, many farmers are 
switching their crop rotations. Soaring 
crop prices and pressures for ad­ 
ditional crop acres have upset many 
cropping programs. These changes 
are outdating previous soil test 
recommendations and fertilization 
patterns. 
Applying fertilizer last spring was a 
hit-or-miss operation on many fields. 
Excessive rains, delayed planting, and 
rotation switching caused many fields 
to be slighted in proper fertilizer.

If

Few fires 
are unavoidable. That hun­ 
dreds of millions in property, 
accompanied by the loss of 
thousands of lives, goes up in 
smoke each year is attributable 
alm ost entirely to human 
carelessness. 
The obvious moral is: 
in­ 
spect your home, if only on the 
ancient theory that it’s better to 
be safe than sorry. 


Multinationals Ploy 


In his masterly and deservedly 
famous study, “The Liberal Mind,’’ 
British political philosopher Kenneth 
Minogue describes the structure of the 
liberal sensibility. That structure 
could be called “ m elodram atic.” 
Though different dramatis personae 
fit into the structure, the plot is 
always the same. A liberal St. George 
rides into battle to rescue a Victim 
from an Oppressor. 
Blacks, whites, Portuguese, Viet 
Cong, Thieu, Indians, generals, 
Africaners, men, women, and, of 
course, children can be inserted in­ 
stantly into their appropriate slots in 
this melodramatic structure. 
For the liberal sensibility, this 
structure provides the very meaning 
of politics. It therefore usually 
prevails over the most awkward 
facts. If a black shoots a liquor store 
owner, this by no means destroys the 
black’s victim status. 
There are those who spend a large 
part of their time discovering or in­ 
venting victims, and positioning them 
to play their appointed part in the 
melodramatic structure. Sometimes 
they serve up victims in the spirit of 
any m anufacturer of consum er 
products, knowing that the liberal 
sensibility requires them. Without 
Oppressors and Victims, the meaning 
of life would evaporate. Often they 
focus on some supposed victim to 
further a concrete self-interest. 
At the moment it is clear that the so­ 
called multinational corporation is 
being cast in the role of oppressor and 
exploiter and being readied to play its 
role in the familiar melodrama. 
A multinational corporation is one 
that builds some of its production 
facilities abroad, thus making and 
marketing some of its products in a 
foreign country. Invariably it hires 
the citizens of that country to staff its 
plants. 
At the moment criticism of the 
multinational is reaching a carefully 
orchestrated crescendo, and these 
enterprises are certain to become a 
principal 
target of third-world, 
Communist and other propaganda 
during the next few years. At the 
recent session of the UN Economic 
and Social Council in Geneva, it was 
apparent that the more militant third- 
world countries, vigorously supported 
by the Soviet Union and its allies, 
were determ ined to make the 
multinationals a major UN isssue, 
this year if possible. 
The 
timing 
of 
this 
assault 
is 
revealing. A UN panel of 20experts on 
the subject of m ultinationals is 
commencing hearings, and is due to 
report to Ecosoc by September, 1974. It 
is not likely that this report will 
lend itself to propagandistic pur­ 
poses. A report by experts un­ 
dertaken by the london School of 
Economics concluded that most of the 
fears expressed over multinationals 
are groundless. For the militant 
third-worlders, usually 
ideological 
socialists, and for the Soviets, the 
September, 1974 timetable is too

slow: they want the debate to start 
now, and with maxium decibels. 
Unfortunately, since most people 
lack 
specific 
knowledge, 
the 
multinationals are easy to type-cast 
as exploiters in the melodrama. In 
fact, however, they provide jobs, 
training and create markets in the 
developing nations. In fact, they have 
done more to promote development 
than the UN and all its agencies. They 
are the one bright spot in the UN 


balance of payments picture. They do 
not, contrary to claims, cost us jobs 
domestically, but rather the reverse. 
In fact, the multinationals may be 
the most successful economic and 
social creation since the end of World 
War Two, the basis, perhaps, for a 
stable world order in the future. 
And that, in turn, is undoubtedly the 
reason they are now coming under 
sustained attack by anti-Western 
political groupings.

NEW YORK (AP) - A long subdued 
battle between the banking and 
securities industries is busting into the 
open and soon may lead to a con­ 
frontation 
between 
regulatory 
agencies and maybe Congress too. 
On one side is a weakened securities 
industry beset with more problems 
that it can effectively deal with at the 
moment but which is determined to 
fight against what it feels is en­ 
croachment by bankers. 
Challenging them is an energetic, 
financially powerful banking industry 
that, in its efforts to expand the service 
products it offers customers, may be 
straining the meaning of regulations 
separating the two. 
The latest episode involves the 
automatic investment programs being 
promoted by banks as a technique for 
the individual investor to accumulate 
small amounts of blue chips stocks, 
paying for them through monthly 
deductions from his account. 
The banks publicize this as still 
another service to customers, politely 
declining to point out that in many 
instances they are merely picking up 
the small accounts that brokers once 
had but then dropped as uneconomic. 
But, while maintaining that such 
business may still be unprofitable for 
them, the brokers view the move by 
banks as a thrust into their midst that 
could, if unchecked, devour them. 
“We suggest that ‘intrusion’ is an 
inordinately gentle word to describe 
these activities,” James Needham, 
New York Stock Exchange chairman, 
told the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency this week. 
Earlier this month he sent a letter to 
the comptroller of the currency, 
James Smith, and to Ray Garret, Jr., 
chairman of the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission. These men and 
their offices are the chief regulators 
involved. 
The brokerage fraternity argues 
that it has been the intention of 
Americans ever since the depression 
of the 1930s to separate the banking 
and securities trading function. 
The Glass-Steagall Act of 1933 sought 
to prohibit national banks from 
engaging in the sale and distribution of 
securities. On Feb. 27 of this year, 


however, the comptroller issued a 
statem ent that seem s to perm it 
automatic investment programs. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
views this ruling as the latest incident 
in a gradual erosion of its prerogatives 
and a further blurring of the dis­ 
tinction between broker and banker. 
In his testimony before the House 
committee, Needham suggested that 
“a strong argument can be made that 
the Congress —- as the maker of public 
policy — should clearly state what is 
permissible and what is not.” 
Before that stage is reached, though, 
a lot of fireworks are set to explode. 
The securities industry is only slowly 
awakening to what is now seen as a 
serious threat and is arming itself with 
legal opinions. 
The bankers, for their part, aren’t 
likely to waste any time developing 
their business, which can be enor­ 
mous. Seemingly energized by their 
very activity, they seem in a mood for 
innovation and expansion. 
Senate OKs

today approved Henry A. Kissinger as 
secretary of state to succeed William 
P. Rogers. 
Kissinger will retain his White House 
position as the President’s assistant 
for national security affairs.

nomination 16 to I Tuesday, said its 
doubts whether one man could do two 
jobs were resolved in favor of giving 
the new arrangement “a fair try.” 
“If this system does not work, it 
must be reexamined,” the committee 
said in its report to the Senate. 
The committee found Kissinger, 
German-born 
form er 
H arvard 
professor, “eminently qualified” for 
the position both by education and 
experience. 
Sen. George McGovern, DS.D., who 
cast the only committee vote against 
Kissinger, said he did so in symbolic 
protest against “the needless pro­ 
longation of the Indochina war.”

Speaking Of Your Health

A new and highly effective drug 
shows great promise to reduce the 
level of cholesterol in the body. 
The drug, probucol, apparently has 
few side effects and is not toxic. 
Dr. William B. Parsons, Jr., of the 
Jackson Clinic and Foundation in 
Madison, Wise., had found in ex­ 
perimental animal studies, that the 
new drug works in a very special 
manner. 


It seems to interfere with the syn­ 
thesis of cholesterol in one of the steps 
between the ingestion of food and its 
concentration in the blood. 
TTiis newer knowledge, when applied 
to a large series of patients, showed a 
very definite fall in cholesterol levels 
in patients who were studied for three 
to 12 months. 


It is interesting that this drug, ef­ 
fective for lowering cholesterol, had no 
significant effect on the levels of 
triglycerides in the blood. 
These fatty substances are the 
target of other researches. A new 
drug, halofenate, already shows 
promise. It is hoped that before long, 
both triglycerides and cholesterol will 
be lowered effectively by the com­ 
bination of diet and drugs. 


In the light of the fact 
that 
cholesterol and triglycerides are so 
important in vascular diseases that 
affect the heart, the brain, and other 
organs, this new drug will become an 
important addition to the doctor’s 
armamentarium. 


Synthetic joints are now used suc­ 
cessfully for the replacem ent of 
inadequate hip joints. 
A 
high 
level 
of 
success 
has 
stim ulated 
the 
use 
of 
sim ilar 
prosthetic joints for problems that 
involve the knee. 
It is now possible to replace knee 
joints that have been injured or made 
immovable by arthritis and other 
diseases. 
Persistent pain in the knee can be 
alleviated and better motion given to 
the knee in carefully selected cases. 
Dr. Mark B. Coventry, of the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., has 
operated on more than 300 arthritic 
knees, mostly in the elderly. 
He says, “The patient should be able 
to walk without aids, climb stairs, and 
arise from a chair.” 
Dr. Coventry refers to the new 
prosthetic appliance as a “geomedic 
knee.” He believes that the procedure 
is most valuable in patients who have 
marked limitation of their walking 
capacity because of a fused or im­ 
mobile knee. 
It is hoped that the same concept can 
later be applied to give mobility to 
other joints of the body.

Consumer Prices Jump 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Consumer 
prices jumped 1.8 per cent in August, 
the sharpest rate of increase in 26 
years, the government reported today. 
The biggest one-month jump in food 
prices since 1917 was to blame. 
The rise in over-all consumer prices 
was 1.8 per cent unadjusted and 1.9 per 
cent on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
both the highest since September 1947. 
The Labor Department said surging 
prices for meats, poultry and eggs 
accounted for about 80 per cent of the 
steep rise in the Consumer Price Index 
last month. 
Consumer food prices leaped a 
record 6 per cent in August, more than 
in any month since the 9.6 per cent 
increase in April 1917. 
Government 
economists 
had 
predicted the disastrous price report 
for August following the record- 
breaking boost in whole sale prices 
recorded earlier following the removal 


of price restraints. 
A price freeze that began June 13 
ended for food on July 18 and for 
almost everything else on Aug. 12.

agencies to place children for adop­ 
tion. He pointed out that prospective 
parents who cannot meet the financial 
standards for adoption but meet all 
other criteria can be provided with 
assistance. Through this means, 
disabled children or those with other 
special needs can be placed. 


Money for financial assistance is 
raised through the department's 
Subsidized Adoption Program. The 
program allows county 
welfare 
departments and children services to 
supply funds for such placement. 


The State Child Placement Unit will 
also assist counties to establish 
guidelines to follow in conducting 
home 
study 
evaluations 
before 
children are placed in adoptive or 
foster homes. 
Bucey emphasized more than IO,(MM) 
Ohio children now in foster homes 
could find suitable adoptive homes if 
existing state laws were changed to 
allow more people to participate in the 
adoptive process.

Views On 
Television 


NEW 
YORK 
(AP) 
— 
There’s good news today for 
Watergate buffs. The three 
networks say they’ll again 
take turns providing live TV 
coverage 
of the Senate 
Watergate hearings, which 
resume Monday. 
But there’s bad news for 
daytime Watergate viewers. 
The networks say they’ll only 
cover the hearings live next 
week. And there won’t be any 
live coverage of the hearings 
on public TV at all this time. 
There’ll only be three days 
of hearings next week — 
Monday through Wednesday 
— and it’ll be a pattern 
generally followed until Nov. 
I, 
when 
this 
round 
of 
testimony is scheduled to end. 
Under a plan agreed on by 
the networks this week, ABC 
provides live coverage of 
Monday’s session, NBO takes 
over on Tuesday and CBS has 
the duty on Wednesday. Each 
network has the option of 
carrying the hearings live 
any day it isn’t scheduled to 
do so. 
The networks say they’ll 
“ terminate 
their 
ex­ 
perimental 
(rotation) 
system” after Wednesday’s 
session, although network 
spokesmen say this doesn't 
necessarily mean the end of a 
revolving era. 
They say continued rotation 
coverage in future weeks is 
possible, but that it’ll require 
a new agreement among the 
networks. 
However, 
no 
negotiations to that end are 
planned right now. 
The networks adopted the 
rotational plan last June 5 to 
lessen the 
uproar 
from 
viewers deprived of game 
shows and soap operas and to 
reduce the loss of advertising 
dollars as the hearings wore 
on. 
They don’t say how much 
the loss came to for the first 
37 
days 
of 
televised 
testimony, but. Broadcasting 
magazine, a leading trade 
publication, estimates it at 
between $7 million to $10 
million. 


The hearings, which began 
May 17, were televised live 
from start to finish for 
Eastern Educational Net­ 
work stations by the National 
Public Affairs Center for 
Television. But NPACT isn t 
doing it this time. 
It says the stations are 
broadcasting school service 
programs and Watergate 
coverage would conflict with 
those shows. 
But it says it will videotape 
each day’s hearings in full for 
the 
Public 
Broadcasting 
Service, which in turn will 
replay the tapes for its 239 
member stations at 8 p.m.
